Zurich. A highly placed neutral,

who has Just returned here from a
visit to Vienna, where ho was received
at the ministry of foreign affairs and

ministry of war, told me that In

spite of Influential Introductions he
found that everybody spoko with tho
utmost reserve of the wur.

"The Impression I derived," he snld,
"was that there was a feeling of bit-

ter disappointment nt recent events,
and that an ardent desire for pence
prevails, but that German Influence Is

too great for their free expression."
He said to one of the foreign otllce

officials that conditions In Austria
struck him as shameful. It was sur-

prising, he felt, that the governing
classes have tolerated the German
domination so long and that the peo-

ple have supported them without re-

volt. Hunger and misery are to be
seen on every aide.

The olllclal replied: "The patience
of the people Is simply woudertul. Tho
Suffering is very great, but the allies
are making a vast mistake If they be-

lieve they cun compel us to surrender
through hunger."

A member of the press bureau ut the
foreign olltco remarked In an inter-
view:

"Things are bad, certainly, but we
can hold out. We have put up with a
certain amount of humiliation from
the Germans, but we need them more,
perhaps, than they need us."

This view was also expressed by un
Austrian baroness, the wife of un emi-
nent diplomatist. This Is, in tact, the
prevailing opinion in otliclul circles.

There was considerable talk about
the attitude of the emperor and the
empress toward the Austrian foreign
policy. Opinion seems to be divided
on that point. A certain amount of
sympathy for them was frequently ex-

pressed at the foreign ofllce. An ofll-cl-

sold:
"The emperor and the empress are

moro to be pitied than blnmed. The
first question the emperor and the em-

press ask In the morning Is whether
the authorities can keep up the bread
allowance for the day. The misery of
the people positively appalls them."

"In Vienna," my Informant contin-
ued, "the misery apparent among the
people Is very great, but as far as 1

can Judge, their spirit Is that ol
Whipped dogs. The German propa-
ganda strongly Insists upon the re-

sponsibility ot Britain for the hunger
and misery prevailing in Austria. This
propaganda Is very active and suc- -
